Sir: - 


I return herewith the statement of earnings and expenditures of your Mint for the quarter 
ended September 30, 1881, forwarded in your letter of yesterday. 


The item of “Wages of Workmen” should include all the wages paid, except the refinery, 
and the item of “contingent expenses” should include all the miscellaneous expenditures of the 
Mint, except for the refinery. 


The item of “parting and refining expenses” should include all the expenses of the 
refinery, including wages. 


As the law seems to contemplate the making of the refinery self-supporting by applying 
the charges collected, for parting and refining bullion to defraying the expenses, I had intended 
on this form to have the expense of this branch of your business stated separately from your 
other expenses. 


It is not necessary to enter the expenses paid from the standard silver dollar appropriation 
separately, but that will be included with the expenses from your regular appropriation, the 
amount expended as wages being added to the amount expended from your regular appropriation 
for wages of workmen, and the amount expended as contingent, being added to the amount 
expended from the regular appropriation for contingent expenses.
